New water release plan

proposal for radical changes in the 
release of water downstream from 
Cachuma Dam has been received 
with mixed feelings by local water 
officials. 
Under the proposal the Bureau 
would release a varying number of 
acre feet of water monthly on a 
fixed formula based on whether the 
year was classified as dry, normal, 
wet or flood level. 
If finally approved the formula 
would 
re p la c e 
the 
p re s e n t 
livestream arrangement for release 


which specifies that a visible stream 
of 
water 
must be 
apparent at 
certain key points along the Santa 
Ynez River — providing there is 
water coming into Cachuma Dam 
from 
upstream. 
The 
livestream 
arrangem ent has been in force by 
written agreement or understanding 
since Cachuma Dam was built in 
1953 in order to insure a supply of 
water to meet downstream water 
rights. 
Bureau engineers say the new 
proposal would increase the safe 
yield of Cachuma Dam by about 
1,700 acre feet a year and at the 
same time provide a more plentiful 


supply for the downstream areas. 
Local 
officials 
are 
generally 
reserved in their views pending 
further study, but Emil Scolari, of 
the city’s new water commission is 
on record as fearing that the new 
proposal would be detrimental to 
the city's future.

release 60 a.f. during a dry 
year, but increase the flow 
to 2,840 during a normal 
year; 980 during a wet year 
and drop back to the 60 a.f.

The Bureau proposes to 
release 60 a.f. for August 
and September, except for 
an August that falls in a 
flood level year, whereupon 
2,510 a.f. would be released.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—From out of the forest of arm s in 
the corner, a basketball shot high into the air and de­ 
scended apace into the firm grasp of the basket net. 
“Two points for Lou Hudson,” informed the public ad­ 
dress announcer. 
“That’s Hudson’s best shot,” said Atlanta Hawk pub­ 
licity director Tom McCollister. “ He shoots best in a 
crowd.” 
Hudson was virtually indistinguishable in the crowd, 
which is a fitting comment on his basketball career, from 
high school to the pros. 
Almost as hidden is the line in a recent National Basket­ 
ball Association statistics release which showed Hudson 
second in league scoring to the unanonymous figure of 
Lew Alcindor. 
“ I’ve scored 57 points in a game,” said Hudson, “and I 
had a couple reporters drift by afterward. They expect 
me to shoot well—when I don’t, that’s their story.” 
And recently when he scored 49 in a game at Portland, 
m em bers of the news media could hardly wait to get their 
pencils and pads under the nose of Pete Maravich, who 
scored his career high (up to then) of 32 points. 
“ It didn’t bother m e,” said Hudson. “ If you’ve never 
had the acclaim, then you just never miss it. It’s never 
been any other way for m e.” 
There is no reason to slop tears over the lack of press 
notice for Hudson. Many college professors and wait­ 
resses alike, all probably serving humanity in greater 
proportions than a basketball player, never even break 
into agate type in a newspaper—unless they are in a local 
bowling league. The only point here: One suspects that 
when a player is as sensational as Lou Hudson (second 
team all-pro last season, for instance) and in a kind of 
public employment, then he would receive greater at­ 
tention. 
“ For one thing,” said Hudson, “the Hawks have always 
been built up as a team image. So none of us, not Walt 
Hazzard, not Walt Bellamy, not Bill Bridges, not Jim Da­ 
vis—not even Zelmo Beatty or Joe Caldwell when they 
were with us—got much publicity. Until Pete came 
along.” 
Hudson does little to whoop for attention, either. His 
Jurgensen: best 
but frustrated

NEW YORK—(NEA)—like so many of his accomplish­ 
ments, Sonny Jurgensen’s feat of moving into second place 
in all-time yards gained by passing was obscured by the 
pall of defeat. 
Jurgensen, in the second quarter of a recent game 
against the New York Giants, passed Y. A. Tittle and 
edged behind Johnny Unitas in the record book. But the 
Washington Redskins had squandered a 19-point fourth- 
quarter lead and lost. 
“ I want to go out a winner,” said Jurgensen, dressing 
after the game. “This was 
a big game for us. It would 
have g i v e n us a good 
chance at the d i v i s i o n 
championship. When I was 
younger, I’d say that next 
year we’d get it back. Now, 
I don’t know how many 
next years I’ve got left.” 
Christian Adolph Jurgen­ 
sen III, 36, has been a pro­ 
fessional quarterback for 
14 years. He broke in with 
the Philadelphia Eagles in 
1957, and was traded to 
the R e d s k i n s on April 
Fool’s Day, 1964. 
Only a few of the teams 
he has led had better than 
.500 records. He took over 
as first-string quarterback 
ol the Eagles in 1961, after Norm Van Brocklin retired 
with a world’s championship to his credit. Jurgensen, with 
an aging team, began breaking league passing records, 
but the Eagles began dropping and finished last in 1962 
and 1963. 
He did not fare much better with poor Redskin teams. 
Yet his reputation as a quarterback grew in esteem with 
professionals, if not with the fans. “ I wanted Bobby Mitch­ 
ell and me to be introduced before a game far apart from 
each other. I wanted to see where the boos ended for him 
and began for m e,” he said wryly. 
But Giant quarterback Fran Tarkenton said. “ In the last 
decade. I’d have to say that John Brodie and Jurgy were 
the best quarterbacks in the league.” 
But 
“ best 
quarterbacks” don’t 
win championships 
alone. And Brodie has never won. either. The taint of a 
leser has been felt by other stars in other sports, as well. 
Jerry West, Elgin Baylor. Oscar Robertson in basketball, 
for example. So there develops a nebulous undercurrent 
that these fellows just blow it in the clutch. Though pro­ 
fessionals know intellectually that this is claptrap, they 
still succumb to the belief emotionally. 
“ It becomes a joke after awhile.” Jurgensen said. “Of 
course, I cry a lot, too.” 
No one doubts that Jurgensen’s arm is still as splendid 
as his pot belly. But an arm is not the only requirement 
lor a winning quarterback. Rudy Bukieh and Ed Brown 
were two of the best arm s in football, but where are they 
now? 
Yet Jurgensen is magnificent at reading defenses, at 
throwing accuracy and getting the ball away rapidly. 
Sometimes his motivation has been questioned, and peo­ 
ple have wondered how a plump quarterback can really 
care. “ You throw with your arm and not your stom ach/' 
has been Jurgensen’s retort. He also says that his love for 
cocktails and cocktail waitresses has been overplayed. 
Yet when Vince Lombardi took over as Redskins coach 
in 1969, Jurgensen was so thrilled (some expected him to 
bridle at Lombardi’s doctrinaire techniques) that he 
slimmed down and ran practice drills with the fervor of 
a freshman. 
“ I saw myself as a man who had applied himself dili­ 
gently to professional football for 12 years,” he said, “ and 
I never really got the most out of it. I saw them as frus­ 
trating years. I was up to here with records. But we never 
won anything. It seemed all I could look forward to year 
after year was drop back and throw, drop back and throw, 
much of the time in sheer fright, but usually because there 
was no other way. Not winning, just throwing.” 
In Lombardi’s first year, Jurgensen threw for 62 per 
cent completions and. even more rem arkable, the Red­ 
skins finished second in their division. Hopes were higher 
for 1970, until Lombardi died 
Now, after the Giants game, Jurgensen, with bright 
red hair that makes him always look impish despite his 
age. and again with a stomach that m akes him look beery, 
said his arm hurt all over and that the bus ride back to 
Washington would be very, very long. 
Also in the locker room, a man handed Jurgensen the 
copy of ft new book, “ Lombardi: Winning Is the Only 
Thing,” in which Jerry Kramer interviewed two dozen 
men who knew Lombardi. One of the interviews is with 
Jurgensen. In a postscript, Kramer writes: “ I think I felt 
sorrier for Sonny than I did for any other man affected by 
\ inee s death He’d waited so long to be a winner. He’d 
waited so long to find a Vince L om bardi/’

hair is not in Afro, his sideburns are not thick and past 
his earlobes, his mustache is practically natty and he is 
a well-proportioned (6-5, 220», high-jumping, jump-shoot­ 
ing, soft-spoken man of 26.

The Slim Look Is Fine but . . . 
Crash Diets Can Ruin Health 


By L A W R E N C E E. LA M B , M.D. 


D ear D o c t o r—About five 
m o n t h s ago, I w ent on a 
crash diet. I then weighed 
117, now I weigh 89 and I 
am 5-foot-2. I am 14. You 
probably think I should gain 
weight and so do m y p ar­ 
ents. But my real problem is 
that I convinced m yself so 
strongly that I was fat, I still 
feel fat when I eat. When I 
do gain a pound, I feel so 
bad about it I stop eating. 
Please don’t send m e to a 
psychiatrist, b e c a u s e the 
d o c t o r said one couldn’t 
help me. I know I need help 
of some kind so I can eat 
again. 


Dear R eader—You are one 
of m any young girls who are 
victim s of the “ youth em ­ 
phasis’’ on excessive slim ­ 
ness. In truth, you have a 
serious problem and the lack 
of good nutrition is contrib­ 
uting to it. You need food for 


energy 
and b u i l d i n g 
a 
healthy, m ature body. 
I 
have alw ays tried to 
stress optim al levels in all 
f a c e t s of living. Avoiding 
obesity or fat stores is im ­ 
p o r t a n t, particularly for 
adults. Young people should 
not get excessively fat but 
active, growing bodies need 
food energy, not starvation. 
I m ust r e s p e c t f u l l y but 
strongly disagree with the 
advice that a psychiatrist 
wouldn’t help. You have got­ 
ten into a vicious cycle that 
m ay ruin your life without 
com petent professional help. 
There are basic reasons why 
young people react as you 
have. You are probably not 
aw are of w hat factors are 
responsible for your preoccu- 
p a t i o n with y o u r body 
weight. 
The factors you think are 
im portant are m ost likely not 
the real cause. You will need 


professional help to under­ 
stand your problem s and it 
m ay take some tim e for you 
to work through them . The 
end result will be an oppor­ 
tunity for a norm al, happy, 
healthy life. I don’t think 
you can realize this goal un­ 
less you work out your prob­ 
lem s with a skilled psychia­ 
trist. 


Ask your doctor to refer 
you to a psychiatrist or call 
the county m edical society 
yourself and ask for recom ­ 
m endations for a psychia­ 
trist in your area. If all else 
fails, get a new doctor. Your 
life, health and happiness is 
at stake. This is too im por­ 
tant to ignore. I hope all 
young girls who are tem pted 
to go on crash diets will 
learn som ething from your 
problem and not get into the 
sam e difficulties. 


D ear Dr. Lamb—My 14- 


year-old 
granddaughter 
is 
the size of an 8-year-old. It 
there anything she can take? 
W hat doctor should we see 
for help? 


Dear R e a d e r — P erhaps 
your granddaughter will still 
grow. Growth doesn’t stop 
until the long bones in the 
legs are com pletely calcified, 
som etim es as late as in the 
early 20s. She should start 
with her pediatrician and if 
he thinks she has a glandular 
problem perhaps she should 
see a specialist in th at field 
(endocrinologist). Call your 
county m edical society for 
help.

Fifteen thousand Rotarians will be getting together in 
Sydney, 
Australia, next May for their international 
convention. One session will bring before them world 
leaders speaking on how laymen can build law into a force 
for world order with justice. 
Two months later in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, some 4,000 
lawyers and high court justices from more than 100 
countries will participate in the Fifth World Conference on 
World Peace Through Law. 
And so the search for the rule of law, rather than the rule 
of arms, on this earth goes on. 
Can it ever succeed, considering history and the faults of 
nations, which are merely magnified reflections of the 
faults of men? 
It can — it must, believes the former president of the 
American Bar Association, Charles S. Rhyne, who spoke on 
this subject at the Nov. 25 World Law Day observance in 
Paris. Rhyne, whose list of legal accomplishments both at 
home and abroad is long, noted: 
“ The way of the law is the only proven path to peace. Let 
all the world’s peoples resolve to follow that path and 
follow it together. If the peoples want peace enough to work 
hard for it they can indeed have peace. The minds, the 
support, the faith, the enthusiasm, the confidence of 
mankind must be marshaled back of the law as the road to 
peace. It is a long, hard road but there is no other way . . . 
the peoples of the world can do the necessary to translate 
world order with justice into reality in our day.” 
As president of the World Peace Through Law Center in 
Geneva, Rhyne has put muscle behind his words. Created in 
1963, the center is the world’s largest international law 
organization, with members in 128 nations. 
It founded the World Association of Judges; approved a

set of general principles of law adhered to by civilized 
nations; drew up and circulated throughout the world 
model treaties on various subjects open to dispute; 
published a directory of judges and lawyers in more than 
135 nations; set up work programs in international law, and 
co-ordinated and gathered information on world law. 
But Rhyne knows that neither the center nor lawyers 
alone can accomplish the mission. Far from it. He urges 
multinational corporations and international labor unions 
to work toward world law. He notes that most laymen 
belong to some organization — civic, educational, 
scientific, commercial, religious, professional — and he 
urges members to prompt their groups to study world law 
and promote it. He addresses a special word to the young: 
“ The youth of the world, who are called unon to do the 
fighting, are not convinced that civilized man must engage 
in organized killing and maiming of human beings, 
accompanied by massive suffering of the innocent, to 
decide disputes. They look for a rational way to advance a 
cause or defend a right.” 


Pointing out that in the 20th century alone, the number of 
casualties directly or indirectly due to war totals over 100 
million, and that the major nations of the world are 
spending $200 billion yearly on arms and armed forces < a 50 
per cent increase in the last six years), Rhyne never - the - 
less looks into the decade ahead with hope: 
“ A generation which has done so many heretofore 
‘impossible’ things like splitting the atom and developing 
cures for incurable’ diseases like polio should not feel 
inadequate to create peace. Rather than base life in the 
1970s on eternal preparation for war, we must base it upon 
eternal preparation — massive preparation — for peace.”

In 
this way the stand­ 
ard of the drug is 
insured 
and 
the 
possibility of death 
from an overdose 
greatly reduced. 


Authorities concerned with the 
drug culture see motives as mixed. 
One, as with alcohol, is the desire 
for relaxation and the illusion of 
ease and well-being. Escape is less 
common than in the United States 
where the ghetto dweller flees the 
intolerable conditions of his life. 
Most users in Britain are middle or 
upper-middle class. 
The drug culture here can be said 
to be still marginal. How far it will 
go no one can say. Looking across 


the Atlantic, observers here see 
drugs as a monster threatening the 
future of America. An article in the 
New 
Statesman 
reports 
that 
legalization of marijuana is so likely 
a prospect that American tobacco 
companies have bought up great 
tracts of land in Mexico where the 
stuff grows like grass. 
They are 
copyrighting trade names such as 
‘‘Mexican Gold.”

With only about 3,000 addicts the 
scope of the problem in nothing like 
that in the United States where in 
New York 
alone 
there are an 
estimated 100,000 heroin users. 
Scotland Yard specialists in drugs 
with whom this reporter talked 
believe the figure is a realistic 
approximation of the actual number 
of addicts in Britain, most of them 
in London. They say, too, that the 
number of addicts in prisons on 
criminal charges is minimal. 
If the fix is free and available 
there is no need to rob and mug for 
the $60 or $70 a day that the 
American addict pays. Britain has, 
of course, no built-in ghettos from 
which the drug culture can spread. 
Nor, although Scotland Yard has 
crossed fingers, is there a Mafia to 
carry an illegal wholesale traffic. 
The use of marijuana is spreading 
rapidly and Parliam ent is moving to 
reduce the penalties for possession 
and use. 
Penalties under the 
present law are stiff, with jail 
sentences up to five and 10 years. 
But in 1969 of the 4,683 convictions 
under the drug act 85 per cent got 
six months in jail or fines and then 
the sentence was suspended. 
One guess is 300,000 pot smokers, 
a number varying as users go on and 
off the stuff. The concentrated resin 
of the canabis plant, used here is far 
more powerful than the marijuana 
widely used in the United States. 
Pakistan, Lebanon and Cyprus are 
the chief sources of supply, with an 
organized 
traffic 
smuggling 
it 
through the port. 
While pamphlets pour out of one 
commission or another, just as in 
America, very little research has 
been done on the effects of the 
prolonged use of marijuana. The 
spread of the drug in the west is a 
curious phenomenon. In many parts 
of the world where it grows like a 
weed it has been used for centuries. 
The National Institute of Mental 
Health in Washington is subsidizing 
research in Greece and Mexico to 
study what happens to long-time pot 
smokers. 
A 
lobby 
has grown 
up 
here 
advocating legalizing the sale and 
use of marijuana. With little effect 
on public opinion it is fading away. 
Others 
believe 
stern 
penalties 
should be applied. They speak for 
the stiffening attitude that coincides 
with the advent of the conservative 
government. 
It is reflected in the 
outcries 
against 
the 
spread 
of 
pornography and nudity on the 
stage. 
The revolt is against a 
swinging Britain and the excess of 
Carnaby Street, of which the drug 
bit is a part. 
Scotland Yard suspects that LSD 
and amphetamines are coming in 
from the United States. This may 
represent a form of barter for the 
hashish that appears to be cheap and 
relatively plentiful here. 
A serious concern is over pill 
popping in the schools. 
Teachers 
know so little about the problem 
that they resort to expulsion of a 
student caught exchanging any kind 
of pill on the playground.
